In one brief generation, the American male 
has traveled in a tight circle—and I mean 
tight—from the era of the “great unwashed” 
to4he era of the “great unshaved.” 
* * * 
The first thing any serious student should 
learn is that figures and statistics can prove 
almost anything. 
The federal government’s cost of living index 
doesn’t mean much. This is because items 
involved are evaluated on a price basis only. 
Despite almost revolutionary changes in auto­ 
mobiles, which soon become standard equipment, 
there has been no adjustment in the index to 
show greater value. The index merely records 
the higher prices charged the consumer for 
modern cars while ignoring the improvements. 
Undoubtedly college graduates earn more than 
those who don’t go to college and those who 
do but don’t finish. The statistics are full of 
hidden booby traps. 
Ivy league schools, such as Harvard, are fond 
of giving the average annual income of graduates. 
The inference is that the school alone is respon­ 
sible. Many Harvard men leave school to work 
for wealthy fathers or other rich relatives. 
They often have the opportunity to make more 
from the start and their education is only an 
incidental factor. Some of them would have had 
the same opportunity even if they didn’t go to 
college. 
There isn’t any doubt that a college education 
makes a good man better but other circumstances 
prevailing in the marketplace of job opportunities 
may influence income intially more than the 
fact that he is a college graduate. 
Fortunately it still is possible for a person 
with ambition and determination to forge ahead 
even if he doesn’t have a college education. 
It is becoming more difficult for young people 
without an adequate formal educational back­ 
ground to get started in many fields. 
P Pull, luck and inside connections still exert 
a strong influence in some instances. College 
education is a factor in others. Ability, energy, 
intelligence, however acquired, motivation, de­ 
termination, eagerness to learn, willingness to 
work long hours and dedication are other 
important factors. 
The young person, who has all of these qualifi­ 
cations and has a well heeled, influential father 
willing to help him get started, is fortunate 
indeed. 
But the world also will hear a lot from those 
who have the other qualifications, but have no 
influential relatives or friends to help nudge 
them forward. 
Certainly no able young man, lacking a college 
education, should be discouraged by phony col­ 
lege education statistics about high average 
annual incomes of graduates. The professors 
can’t honestly claim all the credit.

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SWEEPS 
The second New Hampshire Sweepstakes Race 
will be run at Rockingham Park on Saturday 
(Sept. 4). 
“ EVEN IF THE SWEEPSTAKES only provides 
$10,000,” says a newspaperman who opposes 
the New Hampshire Sweepstakes, “This state, 
with its fiscal probelms, will take the $10,000.” 
The remark epitomizes the granite realism 
of Hampshiremen. Net proceeds of the annual 
sweepstakes race are divided among New Hamp­ 
shire’s local school districts—and last year 
even those towns whose voters had turned down 
the sale of sweepstakes tickets in the 1964 
referendum didn’t refuse the money. 
The sweepstakes frankly hasn’t produced as 
expected. Last year the lottery grossed over 
$5.7 million and returned $2,768,000 after ex­ 
penses and taxes, all allocated to school dis­ 
tricts. Checks ranged from $266,000 for Man­ 
chester to $135 for Windsor. The proceeds 
amounted to $24.15 per pupil. 
The race itself last year was something of a 
disappointment, at least for the state tax col­ 
lectors and the proprietors of Rockingham Park, 
the state’s only thoroughbred track. An expected 
turnout of 65,000 fans materialized as 17,781. 
This year ticket sales are lagging behind last 
year’s. Even though the original plan of two 
sweeps races a year had just jettisioned, officals 
expected a gross sale of lottery tickets of $9 
million. As of early August the prospect of a 
$4 million gross appeared more realistic. Sales 
already were a million dollars off those of 1964. 


This despite a record tourist season and a longer 
selling season. 
GOV. JOHN W. KING, New Hampshire’s first 
Democratic governor in 40 years, on April 
30, 1963 signed a bill giving the Granite State 
a lottery originally designed to raise $4 million 
a year to save New Hampshire’s schools. Last 
year’s sweeps contribution did represent a hike 
of more than 50 per cent in the state’s support 
for elementary education. 
But it amounted to only about 4.8 per cent 
of total public school operating costs. And even 
with the sweepstakes revenue, The Wall Street 
Journal observes, the state picks up only about 
13 per cent of public education costs, about a 
third of the national average. 
At the same time, there is no doubt that 
Hampshiremen, for whom the tourists and vaca­ 
tioners afford a major cash crop, have devised 
a method of boosting the harvest. Gov. King, 
now in his second term, frankly describes the 
sweeps money as “gravy.” 
The threat to all this gambling boodle is that 
neighboring racing states may take the play 
away from underpopulated New Hampshire by 
instituting lotteries of their own. 
Sweeps 
lotteries were rejected or passed over this year 
by legislatures of Connecticut, Vermont, Maine, 
and New York — also West Virginia. The idea 
is being discussed in New Jersey. Former 
New York Democratic State Chairman William 
H. McKeon estimated a lottery in his state 
would provide a minimum of $250 million a 
year for schools. 
ANYWAY, the inappropriately named town of 
Salem is alive with banners and red-white- 
and blue bunting for Saturday’s second annual 
New Hampshire Sweepstakes, hoping for abetter 
harvest than last year’s from gambling tourists. 
To beef up interest, the state has doubled the 
lottery’s initial $100,000 contribution to the 
purse for the race, and the track has added 
$50,000. With nominating, entry, and starting 
fees, the purse could approach $275,000. All 
this would please immensely the ghost of the 
man who built Rockingham Park, John W. 
“Bet-a-Million” Gates.

NEW YORK ( AP) — it used 
to be that our life was our own.

But the pressure is on, since 
we moved to a Long Island sub­ 
urb after 15 years as Manhattan 
apartment dwellers. Suburbia 
has clamped on its shackles. 
It used to be that status sym­ 
bols didn’t count, that variety 
surrounded us, in people, res­ 
taurants, shops, movies, that we 
could step across the street to 
the store whenever we needed a 
bottle of milk or anything else. 
Now Main Street is a mile 
away — and variety is farther. 
It used to be that we chose a 
church parish where we were 
needed JSither than where we 
were situated, that I could leave 
for work or start for home to 
suit my own shift, that I got to 
see my kids before bedtime. 
Ah, it used to be. 
But we have stepped into the 
commuter’s bog. I’m vassal to 
the 8:06 by morning, to another 
hour-plus trip at night, and to 
undreamt-of risks to the pocket- 
book. 
“Daddy, when are we going to 
get a boat?” 
Port Washington, Long Island, 
may be beautiful and restful, 
with 
its 
tree-lined streets, 
clipped lawns, beaches and bird 
songs, but I really haven’t seen 
it yet by full day — and the 
birds are at roost before I get 


home. 
Existence is ruled by timeta­ 
bles, system and community 
concern. 
The anonymity of numbers is 
gone here. The disinterested 
metropolis, like the western Ok­ 
lahoma farm where I grew up, 
lets you be. The small town or 
suburb expects you to match, to 
fit the pattern. 
The garbage truck comes on 
Tuesday and Thursday dawn. 
There’s no nearby self-service 
laundry; we’ll need to buy a 
machine. Our boy broke the 
steel stopper in the bathtub, and 
we’ve got no landlord to call to 
get it fixed. 
The mortgage payments are 
due the 15th of each month, 
along with interest and taxes, 
plus the utility bills which used 
to be covered in the rent; the 
grass to cut, a new family 
doctor to find, the door latch to 
adjust; and, always a train to 
catch. 
“ There’s a wonderful country 
club,’* a helpful woman tells us. 
Membership only $300 a year. 
Or was it $350. Beach rights 
$90. At a certain dizzing point, 
the figures blur. “ Your daugh­ 
ter might like to take horseback 
riding.” 
For about a year, there’s been 
a hubcap missing from our 1953 
sedan, and nobody cared. But 
this week I hunted up a replace­ 
ment. Maybe, too, I can scrub 
some of the rust off the bump­ 
ers. 
After all, out here you get a 
sharper perspective on the im­ 
portant things. 
Hie fomily loves it.

AN OLD TABOO IS ENDED 
Hie law is supposedly a re­ 
flection of society. Particular 
laws, however, may often be 
better likened to an afterimage 
—a lingering reflection of the 
beliefs of society as they were 
at some previous time. 
The 
Connecticut prohibition 
against birth control, which has 
just been struck down by the 
Supreme Court, was supported 
by a majority of the popula­ 
tion when it was passed in the 
last centruy. The majority has 
long since changed its thinking 
and its practices. 
What was once considered evil 
is now considered a positive 
good by many. What was once 
looked upon as a public con­ 
cern and lumped in with the 
obscenity statutes is now estab­ 
lished as a private matter. 
But not entirley private. The 
question of the morality or 
immorality of “artificial" birth 
control is being overshadowed 
by 
problems 
that 
have 
burgeoned forth only in our time 
—overpopulation, 
unemploy­ 
ment, crime, poverty, and the 
mounting erosion of the public 
good in spiritual and financial 
terms that all of these involve. 
By affirming the right of pri­ 
vate parties to seek and use 
birth control information and 
devices, the court has implied 
the right of public or quasi­ 
public agencies to disseminate 
the same. 
* * * 
We 
mass-produce 
almost 
everything in this country— 
except character 
It used to be that when you 
wanted something, you worked 
to earn it. 
Now you stage a 
riot to get it given to you at 
someone else’s expense. 
If your father or grandfather 
lost his job, he took whatever 
work he could get, and he went 
(probably 
walked miles) to 
where there was work—any 
honest work—being done. Now 
hordes 
of relief “clients" 
refuse a job unless it is to their 
liking, and they demand the job 
be brought to them in their com­ 
munity. 
This nation was built by im­ 
migrants 
( beginning in the 
1600’s and earlier ) who strug­ 
gled here for opportunity, and 
would have scorned the 
false 
idea of “ something for noth­ 
ing". Now it seems to be an 
almost universal ( and all-too- 
often the only ) ambition. 
It used to take a lifetime of 
gruelling work and scrimping 
for a family or a country to 
earn a little surplus, a taste 
of security.

A Star Is Born. ToStir Action 
on Labor Front. 
Washington, D. C.: — A star 
was bom for the headlines 
aboard an Air Force Jetstar 
the other day. 
He won’t be a one-story man. 
He will stay in the news, be­ 
cause he is lorwith Wilbur (Abe) 
Abel, the steelworkers* 
new 
chief who is one of the toughest 
men with whom Lyndon Baines 
Johnson ever bargained. 
The new star, for whom the 
President dispatched a special 
plane may appear deaconishand 
look like he lacks luster. But as 
president of the United Steel­ 
workers’ union he’s here to 
stay as the most militant of 
labor 
men, even 
in a milieu 
which includes Walter Reuther. 
Only a handful of us through­ 
out the land expected Abel to 
stand up against the President’s 
pressure and references to the 
fighting in VietNam. Theleader 
of the men of steel has been 
up against such pressure be­ 
fore, though few in the nation 
are aware of it. That 
was 
during another war, a bigger 
war, in the years of a Presi­ 
dent much in the image of Mr. 
Johnson. 


That 
moment positively is 
worth recording for the young 
people who were then closer to 
baby 
formulas 
than basic 
geometry and for the older folks 
who have lost it in the rush of 
grim history. 
It came Christmas Eve, 1943, 
at the hardest hours of a big 
war. Steel union chief Philip 
Murray, the man who took Abel 
from the ranks, was jousting 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the 
steel 
industry, just as 
“ Abe" did this past month. The 
steel struggle was over wages. 
The industry stood pat. Mr. 
Roosevelt, beloved by labor, did 
not believe the men would walk 
out. 
But they did. The late Phil 
Murray, who also had a clergy­ 
man’s mien, gave the signal. 
On Dec. 25, 1943, over 140,- 
000 steelworkers walked off 
their Jobs in the gut of the 
industrial and defense areas. 
Hundreds of plants went quiet 
on a line from Chicago to Pitts­ 
burgh — across 10 states in all. 
Franklin Roosevelt, the in­ 
dustry and the nation were up 
against one of the two men who 
have ever defied a President in 
modern times — the other being 
the miners* John Lewis. 
For three days the country 
waited. Then FDR telegraphed 
Murray. 
Go back, said the 


President and we'll guarantee 
that all wage 
gains will be 
retroactive. On Dec. 28, the 
men trooped back to the mills. 
At Phil Murray’s side was a 
35-year-old ex-steel mill hand. 
A few months earlier Murray 
had made him director of the 
union’s District 27, the Canton, 
Ohio area. That was “Abe.” He, 
too, called out many of his men. 
So today at 57, Abe is new to 
the big headlines and to most of 
the public. But not to those of 
us who’ve Boswell-ed the labor 
wars. 
Last Sunday night (Aug. 29) 
“Abe” believed he had a posi­ 
tion to maintain. He was set to 
hold the line, just as his be­ 
loved mentor had during 
a 
big war. True, the land now is in 
a little war. But Abel’s posi­ 
tion called for the yielding by 
the industry of still another 
nickle an hour for each of the 
450,000 men of the mills. 
That’s what stood between 
the union and the industry big 
ten. To the uninitiated, this may 
seem trivial. But a nickle an 
hour is big stakes on the steel 
front. Based on the “ more 
average” year, 1964, the nickle 
meant an additional $55 million 
the first year, of the proposed 
contract, $110 million the sec­ 
ond and $165 million the third 
- or about $350 million more 
than the steelmakers believed 
they could pay without some 
price increases. 
President Johnson had done 
his homework. He knew that only 
he, in the august office of the 
presidency, 
could crack that 
deadlock — if anyone could. 
So he flew in the antagonists. 
Over 
the 
years men 
who 
similarly have been summoned 
to the White House have told 
me they get an awesome feel­ 
ing of irresistable force. As 
they enter, they prepare to yield 
and hope they can salvage some 
of their position. 
But it was not so with “Abe.” 
He has watched his own leaders 
go this route before. The dif­ 
ference, this time, was 
his 
name in the headlines. Not 
John L.’s, not Phil Murray’s. 
Except to a few, their names 
now are forgotten. “Abe” knows 
it’s a passing show, and each 
decade brings a new star. He 
is a traditionalist. And his tra­ 
dition calls for playing it as 
tough for his men as he can. 
And he has. 
When all the fUror is over, and 
contracts are polished, lorwith 
Wilbur Abel will continue to 
play it that way - on the political 
as well as (he industrial front.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
— Attention 
John J. McCone, chairman of the 
California commission to in­ 
vestigate the Los Angeles race 
riots: 
In your effort to get to the 
cause of the recent race riots, 
may I respectfully suggest that 
you probe the long range effect 
of the finagling which switched 
Chavez Ravine from a low- 
cost housing project to the home 
of the Dodgers baseball team. 
I think you will find that 3,300 
ill-housed families were kicked 
out of their homes on the ex­ 
cuse of putting up a new, modern 
public housing project. Instead 
their land was turned over to 
the one-time Brooklyn Dodgers, 
and part of the evicted fam­ 
ilies went to swell the already 
overcrowded area of Watts. 
You will also find that some­ 
one high up in Los Angeles real 
estate 
circles 
presented 
“ gifts" of $57,570 to the late 
city councilman Ed Davenport 
to switch his vote against the 
public housing project in favor 
of the Dodgers baseball team. 
Mrs. Davenport, after her hus­ 
band's death, informed internal 
revenue that the $30,000 in cash 
found in Davenport's safe de­ 
posit box and the $27,570 found 
in three checking accounts were 
“ gifts of money" to her hus­ 
band. Since you cannot give 
gifts of money legally to a city 
official, 
these were 
really 
bribes. 
No one has ever traced where 
they came from, and it might 
help clean government to do so 
now. 
You will find that the city of 
Los Angeles had already re­ 
ceived $6 million from the fed­ 
eral government to clean up the 
Negro shacks and Mexican tene­ 
ments in Chavez Ravine. Then 
suddenly the city council, thanks 
to pressure from the real estate 
lobby and the switch of Coun­ 
cilman Ed Davenport's vote, de­ 
cided to junk the housing proj­ 
ect and sign a contract instead 
with 
Walter 
O'Malley, the 
Dodgers' owner, giving 
him 
parking 
rights, 
concession 
rights, and even half of the oil 
rights. 
You will find also that the city 
of Los Angeles, required to pay 
$6,000,000 back to the federal 
government, sneaked a rider 
through Congress tacked on to 
the Federal Housing Bill where­ 
by the $6 million was knocked 
down to $1,279,000. Thus all 
the American taxpayers con­ 
tributed to the prosperity of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, and to the 
discomfiture of the Negroes and 
Mexicans moved out of Chavez 
Ravine to the tune of $4*721,- 
000. 
Remembering the determined 
and able manner in which you 
conducted government affairs 
during your latest term in of­ 
fice in Washington, I know you 
will want to get to the bottom 
of the above situation and its 
long-range effect upon crowded 
housing conditions in 
other 
parts of Los Angeles. 
SHOCKING NEGLECT AFTER 
BIKINI 
The suffering of Commander 
William W. Mitchell, U. S. Navy 
retired, from an overdose of 
atomic radiation 
during the 
Bikini bomb tests reveals the 
shocking fact that the armed 
forces have failed to make con­ 
tinuing medical checks of the 
Navy 
personnel exposed to 
radiation at that time. 
Commander Mitchell is now 
dying at his home in Norfolk, 
Va., broke and discouraged over 
the neglect he suffered since the 
Bikini tests in 1946. Though he 
was initially treated in the Naval 
hospital at Bethesda, Md., he 
has struggled through life trying 
to make a living by raising 
hamsters but without continuing 
medical checks. 
Furthermore, the Navy has 
failed to keep track of other 
personnel engaged in “Opera­ 
tion Baker.’' 
Shaw E. Grigsby, of Galns- 
ville, Fla., a member of that 
operation, informs me; “I was 
a member of Joint Task Force 
One and assigned to Admiral 


Blandy’s staff. My major re­ 
sponsibility was that of a radio­ 
logical safety officer and most 
of our duties were concerned 
with monitoring the Intensity of 
radioactivity in the lagoon and 
aboard target ships. Every man 
in our crew was exposed to ex­ 
treme radiation at one time or 
another. At one time I spent 
six hours in the shower under­ 
going decontamination. 
“ Constant 
medical 
checks 
should have been made on the 
men who participated in the 
Bikini experiment. Most of us 
were exposed to types of radia­ 
tion about which very little was 
known at the time. It would be 
an injustice to have the same 
thing occur from the Bikini ex­ 
periment that occurred with the 
women 
who 
painted 
the 
fluorescent numbers on 
the 
dials of watches back in the 
early part of the century.” 
With 
so little known about 
radiation and its effects on the 
human body, it would seem im­ 
portant, even at this late date, 
for the medical forces of the 
armed 
services to examine 
everyone of the personnel en­ 
gaged in the Bikini atomic test. 
“ CAPITAL NEWS CAPSULES 
Drinking air pilots—A shock­ 
ing FAA report, that hasn’t hit 
the headlines, charges that over 
40 per cent of private pilots 
killed in air accidents last year 
had alcohol in their systems. 
This came from federal aviation 
agency autopsies performed on 
78 dead pilots out of the 193 
pilots killed. One problem is 
that the effects of liquor are 
multiplied as the pilot gains 
altitude. 
One man filibuster—Sen. Paul 
Fannin, Arizona, who has taken 
Barry Goldwater’s place in 
Washington, is conducting a fili­ 
buster behind closed doors of 
the labor committee to delay ac­ 
tion on the right-to-work re­ 
peal. Sen. Fannin keeps offering 
amendments prepared for him 
by Senate Republican Leader 
Dirksen. As a result, Sen. Pat 
McNamara of Michigan, acting 
chairman of the labor commit­ 
tee, has threatened to hold night 
sessions. 
He has also had 
trouble 
rounding up enough 
Democrats to make the legal 
quorum necessary to vote on 
Fannin's 
amendments. 
The 
most difficult have been the 
two Kennedy brothers, Bobby 
and Ted, who usually claim 
they're too busy to attend. 
Note To Editors: Drew Pear­

MILITARY TAKE-OVER IN 
GREECE? 
Eighteen years after the Tru­ 
man Doctrine was declared for 
the purpose of rescuing Greece 
and Turkey from Communism, 
it looks as if the entire Greek 
Archipelago is 
eroding poli­ 
tically to the point that its sup­ 
port will be lost to the United 
8tates. 
The last failure 
of com­ 
promise political forces to form 
a government shows that Greece 
is bitterly, almost hopeless­ 
ly, divided. 
x On one side is 25-year-old 
handsome 
young * King Con­ 
stantine, whose fhirybook wed­ 
ding to Princess Marie of Den­ 
mark was the most romantic 
event of Europe just one year 
ago. 
On the other side is tall, 
gnarled 
78-year-old 
ex- 
Premier 
George Papandreou, 
leader 
of the Left-of-Center 
Liberal Coalition, whom the 
King ousted in June in a squab­ 
ble over whether the Greek 
Beer Baron Garoufelious should 
continue as Minister of Defense. 
Premier Papandreou insisted 
on the traditional right to name 
his 
own cabinet. King Con­ 
stantine disagreed. Papandreou 


resigned. 
And the 
King has 
been trying to find a 
new 
Prime Minister ever since. 
He has failed and will con­ 
tinue to fail. 
For the cold fact is that if 
elections were held in Greece 
today 
the 
scrawny, elderly 
ex-Premier 
who was forced 
out by the King would get 80 
per cent of the votes. 
ANTI-ROYALBT BITTERNESS 
And King Constantine, despite 
his charm, the romance of his 
marriage, 
and his onetime 
friendship 
with 
Papandreou, 
would lose in any election. For­ 
tunately, the Greek throne is 
not dependent on 
elections, 
though it is dependent in the 
long run on popularity. And 
the tide of unpopularity is run­ 
ning so strongly against the 
King that it will take a mili­ 
tary government to safeguard 
the throne during the coming 
intermediate years. 
There are signs that a mili­ 
tary take-over is what Greece 
is headed for today. In the past 
two weeks, gangs of young 
fascists wearing 
red shirts 
and blue jeans, and shouting 
such passwords as “ for the 
•sake of Greece” and “ for the 
hellenic ideal,” have been set­ 
ting fires in the streets 
of 
Athens. 
They seem to have immu­ 
nity from the police. Police­ 
men actually wave cars car­ 
rying 
drums 
of gasoline 
through the traffic. In one case 
the 
police even 
refused to 
rescue a fire engine crew 
in 
distress from fire fighting. 
One tragedy is that the United 
States has been given some of 
the blame for the present po­ 
litical erosion, 
tt has been 
blamed by both the left and the 
right. 
The extreme right has pointed 
to the fact that Andreas Papan­ 
dreou, son of the ex-Prime 
Minister, is former head of 
the Economic Department at 
the University of California, 
married to an American, and 
until recently, when he joined 
the Greek Cabinet, was 
an 
American citizen. 
Actually young Papandreou 
leaned backward against 
the 
United States to prove 
that 
he was not pro-American. But 
he was blamed by the 
right 
wing for being too pro-Ameri­ 
can just the same. 
Simultaneously 
right- Wing 
Greek leaders spread the word 
that the ousting of Premier 
Papandreou was being dictated 
by U. S. Central Intelligence. 
This was not the case. How­ 
ever, the CIA has intervened 
so blazenly in Greek politics 
in the past that the story was 
generally believed. Hence the 
leftists have been bitter against 
the United States. 
Meanwhile, two of the charges 
made against the Papandreou 
family which led to the crisis 
have fizzled. One was that his 
son Andreas was a member of 
a 
secret left • wing army 
organization, Aspida. Old line 
army officers persuaded the 
King 
that 
was one reason 
Premier Papandreou could not 
act as his own Minister 
of 
Defense. Of late, the charge 
against 
Andreas 
has been 
dropped. 
Another charge was that the 
Prime Minister himself 
had 
ordered the Greek CIA — the 
KYP — to tap the telephones 
of political leaders. In recent 
testimoney, Papandreou proved 
that the orders came from a 
previous Greek administration 
and that he had cancelled the 
order. 
Papandreou is a strong anti­ 
communist Liberal, with 
a 
record of helping to stamp out 
Communism when Greece was 
threatened 
with 
Communist 
Guerrillas. But internal bitter­ 
ness, and attacks from the ex­ 
treme right have now lined the 
leftists and 
Communists on 
Papandreou’s side. R will be 
a miracle if Greece gets out 
of the present imbroglio with­ 
out an extreme swing to the 
right or the left or eventually 
both.

In one brief generation, the American male 
has traveled in a tight circle—and I mean 
tight—from the era of the “great unwashed’* 
to'the era of the “ great unshaved.’’ 
* * * 
The first thing any serious student should 
learn is that figures and statistics can prove 
almost anything. 
The federal government’s cost of living index 
doesn’t mean much. This is because items 
involved are evaluated on a price basis only. 
Despite almost revolutionary changes in auto­ 
mobiles, which soon become standard equipment, 
there has been no adjustment in the index to 
show greater value. The index merely records 
the higher prices charged the consumer for 
modern cars while ignoring the improvements. 
Undoubtedly college graduates earn more than 
those who don’t go to college and those who 
do but don’t finish. The statistics are full of 
hidden booby traps. 
Ivy league schools, such as Harvard, are fond 
of giving the average annual income of graduates. 
The inference is that the school alone is respon­ 
sible. Many Harvard men leave school to work 
for wealthy fathers or other rich relatives. 
They often have the opportunity to make more 
from the start and their education is only an 
incidental factor. Some of them would have had 
the same opportunity even if they didn’t go to 
college. 
There isn’t any doubt that a college education 
makes a good man better but other circumstances 
prevailing in the marketplace of job opportunities 
may influence income intially more than the 
fact that he is a college graduate. 
Fortunately it still is possible for a person 
with ambition and determination to forge ahead 
even if he doesn’t have a college education. 
It is becoming more difficult for young people 
without an adequate formal educational back­ 
ground to get started in many fields. 
¥ Pull, luck and inside connections still exert 
a strong influence in some instances. College 
education is a factor in others. Ability, energy, 
intelligence, however acquired, motivation, de­ 
termination, eagerness to learn, willingness to 
work long hours and dedication are other 
important factors. 
The young person, who has all of these qualifi­ 
cations and has a well heeled, influential father 
willing to help him get started, is fortunate 
indeed. 
But the world also will hear a lot from those 
who have the other qualifications, but have no 
influential relatives or friends to help nudge 
them forward. 
Certainly no able young man, lacking a college 
education, should be discouraged by phony col­ 
lege education statistics about high average 
annual incomes of graduates. The professors 
can’t honestly claim all the credit.

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SWEEPS 
The second New Hampshire Sweepstakes Race 
will be run at Rockingham Park on Saturday 
(Sept. 4). 
“ EVEN IF THE SWEEPSTAKES only provides 
$10,000,” says a newspaperman who opposes 
the New Hampshire Sweepstakes, “ This state, 
with its fiscal probelms, will take the $10,000.” 
The remark epitomizes the granite realism 
of Hampshiremen. Net proceeds of the annual 
sweepstakes race are divided among New Hamp­ 
shire’s local school districts—and last year 
even those towns whose voters had turned down 
the sale of sweepstakes tickets in the 1964 
referendum didn’t refuse the money. 
The sweepstakes frankly hasn’t produced as 
expected. Last year the lottery grossed over 
$5.7 million and returned $2,768,000 after ex­ 
penses and taxes, all allocated to school dis­ 
tricts. Checks ranged from $266,000 for Man­ 
chester to $135 for Windsor. The proceeds 
amounted to $24.15 per pupil. 
The race itself last year was something of a 
disappointment, at least for the state tax col­ 
lectors and the proprietors of Rockingham Park, 
the state’s only thoroughbred track. An expected 
turnout of 65,000 fans materialized as 17,781. 
This year ticket sales are lagging behind last 
year’s. Even though the original plan of two 
sweeps races a year had just jettisioned, officals 
expected a gross sale of lottery tickets of $9 
million. As of early August the prospect oi a 
$4 million gross appeared more realistic. Sales 
already were a million dollars off those of 1964. 


This despite a record tourist season and a longer 
selling season. 
GOV. JOHN W. KING, New Hampshire’s first 
Democratic governor in 40 years, on April 
30, 1963 signed a bill giving the Granite State 
a lottery originally designed to raise $4 million 
a year to save New Hampshire’s schools. Last 
year’s sweeps contribution did represent a hike 
of more than 50 per cent in the state’s support 
for elementary education. 
But it amounted to only about 4.8 per cent 
of total public school operating costs. And even 
with the sweepstakes revenue, The Wall Street 
Journal observes, the state picks up only about 
13 per cent of public education costs, about a 
third of the national average. 
At the same time, there is no doubt that 
Hampshiremen, for whom the tourists and vaca­ 
tioners afford a major cash crop, have devised 
a method of boosting the harvest. Gov. King, 
now in his second term, frankly describes the 
sweeps money as “gravy.” 
The threat to all this gambling boodle is that 
neighboring racing states may take the play 
away from underpopulated New Hampshire by 
instituting lotteries of their own. 
Sweeps 
lotteries were rejected or passed over this year 
by legislatures of Connecticut, Vermont, Maine, 
and New York — also West Virginia. The idea 
is being discussed in New Jersey. Former 
New York Democratic State Chairman William 
H. McKeon estimated a lottery in his state 
would provide a minimum of $250 million a 
year for schools. 
ANYWAY, the inappropriately named town of 
Salem is alive with banners and red-white- 
and blue bunting for Saturday’s second annual 
New Hampshire Sweepstakes, hoping for abetter 
harvest than last year’s from gambling tourists. 
To beef up interest, the state has doubled the 
lottery’s initial $100,000 contribution to the 
purse for the race, and the track has added 
$50,000. W'ith nominating, entry, and starting 
fees, the purse could approach $275,000. All 
this would please immensely the ghost of the 
man who built Rockingham Park, John W. 
“ Bet-a-M illion” Gates.

NEW YORK (AP; — it used 
to be that our life was our own. 
Not any m ore. 
It used to be that we governed 
our own values, associates and 
schedules, that nobody minded 
if we drove an old car, that we 
could throw the garbage down 
the incinerator whenever the 
pail was full. 
But the p ressu re is on, since 
we moved to a Long Island sub­ 
urb after 15 years as Manhattan 
apartm ent dtwellers. Suburbia 
has clamped on its shackles. 
It used to be that status sym­ 
bols didn’t count, that variety 
surrounded us, in people, re s­ 
taurants, shops, movies, that we 
could step acro ss the street to 
the store whenever we needed a 
bottle of milk or anything else. 
Now Main Street is a mile 
away — and variety is farth er. 
It used to be that we chose a 
church parish where we were 
needed rath e r than where 
we 
were situated, that Icouldleave 
for work or start for home to 
suit my own shift, that I got to 
see my kids before bedtime. 
Ah, it used to be. 
But we have stepped into the 
com muter’s bog. I’m vassal to 
the 8:06 by morning, to another 
hour-plus trip at night, and to 
undreamt-of risks to the pocket- 
book. 
‘’Daddy, when are we going to 
get a boat?” 
Port Washington, Long Island, 
may be beautiful and restful, 
with 
its 
tree-lined streets, 
clipped lawns, beaches and bird 
songs, but I really haven’t seen 
it yet by full day — and the 
birds are at roost before I get 


home. 
Existence is ruled by tim eta­ 
bles, system and community 
concern. 
The anonymity of numbers is 
gone here. The disinterested 
m etropolis, like the western Ok­ 
lahoma farm where I grew up, 
lets you be. The small town or 
suburb expects you to match, to 
fit the pattern. 
The garbage truck comes on 
Tuesday and Thursday dawn. 
There’s no nearby self-service 
laundry; we’ll need to buy a 
machine. Our boy broke the 
steel stopper in the bathtub, and 
we’ve got no landlord to call to 
get it fixed. 
The mortgage payments a re 
due the 15th of each month, 
along with interest and taxes, 
plus the utility bills which used 
to be covered in the rent; the 
g rass to cut, a new family 
doctor to find, the door latch to 
adjust; and, always a train to 
catch. 
“ There’s a wonderful country 
club,” a helpful woman tells us. 
M embership only $300 a year. 
Or was it $350. Beach rights 
$90. At a certain dizzing point, 
the figures blur. “ Your daugh­ 
ter might like to take horseback 
riding.” 
For about a year, there’s been 
a hubcap missing from our 1953 
sedan, and nobody cared. But 
this week I hunted up a replace­ 
ment. Maybe, too, I can scrub 
some of the rust off the bump­ 
e rs. 
After all, out here you get a 
sharper perspective on tile im­ 
portant things. 
The family loves it.

AN OLD TABOO BENDED 
The law Is supposedly a re­ 
flection of society. P articular 
laws, however, may often be 
better likened to an afterim age 
—a lingering reflection of the 
beliefs of society as they were 
at some previous tim e. 
The 
Connecticut prohibition 
against birth control, which has 
just been struck down by the 
Supreme Court, was supported 
by a m ajority of the popula­ 
tion when it was passed in the 
last centruy. The m ajority has 
long since changed its thinking 
and Its practices. 
What was once considered evil 
is now considered a 
positive 
good by many. What was once 
looked upon as a public con­ 
cern and lumped in with the 
obscenity statutes is now estab­ 
lished as 
a private m atter. 
But not entlrley private. The 
question of the 
morality or 
im m orality of “ artificial” birth 
control is being overshadowed 
by 
problem s 
that 
have 
burgeoned forth only in our time 
—overpopulation, 
unemploy­ 
ment, crim e, poverty, and the 
mounting erosion of the public 
good in spiritual and financial 
term s that all of these Involve. 
By affirm ing the right of p ri­ 
vate parties to seek and 
use 
birth control information and 
devices, the court has implied 
the right of public or quasl- 
public agencies to dissem inate 
the sam e. 
* * * 
We 
m ass-produce 
alm ost 
everything in this country— 
except character 
It used to be that when you 
wanted something, you worked 
to earn it. 
Now you stage a 
riot to get it given to you at 
someone else’s expense. 
If your father or grandfather 
lost his job, he took whatever 
work he could get, and he went 
(probably 
walked 
m iles) 
to 
where 
there 
was work—any 
honest work—being done. Now 
hordes 
of 
relief 
“ clients” 
refuse a job unless it is to their 
liking, and they demand the job 
be brought to them in their com­ 
munity. 
This nation was built by im­ 
m igrants 
( beginning 
in the 
1600's and e a rlie r ) who strug­ 
gled here for opportunity, and 
would have scorned the 
false 
idea of “ something for noth­ 
ing” . 
Now it seem s to be an 
alm ost universal ( and all-too- 
often the only ) ambition. 
It used to take a lifetime of 
gruelling work and scrim ping 
for a family or a country to 
earn a little surplus, a taste 
of security. Now mobs of stupid 
“ students” and whole “ em erg­ 
ing nations” demand they be 
given it, out of your earnings 
and with no effort on their p art. 
“ M inority groups” allover the 
earth seem to think the world 
owes them everything they want. 
So 
vicious 
destructiveness 
makes necessary higher taxes 
to pay for m ore police to protect 
decent citizens; higher taxes for 
playgrounds and parks which

A Star Is Born. T oStir Action 
on Labor Front. 
Washington, D. C.: - A star 
was 
bom 
for 
the headlines 
aboard an A ir Force Jetstar 
the other day. 


He won’t be a one-story man. 
He will stay in the news, be­ 
cause he is lorwith Wilbur CAbe) 
Abel, the steelworkers* 
new 
chief who is one of the toughest 
men with whom Lyndon Baines 
Johnson ever bargained. 
The new star, for whom the 
President dispatched a special 
plane may appear deaconishand 
look like he lacks lu ster. But as 
president of the United Steel­ 
w orkers’ union he’s here to 
stay as the most militant of 
labor 
men, even 
in a milieu 
which includes W alter Reuther. 
Only a handful of us through­ 
out the land expected Abel to 
stand up against the P resident’s 
pressure and references to the 
fighting in Viet Nam. The leader 
of the men of steel has been 
up against such p ressu re be­ 
fore, though few in the nation 
a re aware of it. That 
was 
during 
another w ar, a bigger 
war, in the years of a P re si­ 
dent much in the image of Mr. 
Johnson. 


That 
moment 
positively is 
worth recording for the young 
people who were then closer to 
baby 
formulas 
than basic 
geometry and for the older folks 
who have lost it in the rush of 
grim history. 
It came C hristm as Eve, 1943, 
at the hardest hours of a big 
war. Steel union chief Philip 
Murray, the man who took Abel 
from the ranks, was jousting 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the 
steel 
industry, 
just as 
“ Abe” did this past month. The 
steel struggle was over wages. 
The industry stood pat. Mr. 
Roosevelt, beloved by labor, did 
not believe the men would walk 
out. 
But they did. The late Phil 
M urray, who also had a clergy­ 
man’s mien, gave the signal. 
On Dec. 25, 1943, over 140,- 
OOO 
steelw orkers walked off 
their jobs in the gut of the 
industrial and defense areas. 
Hundreds of plants went quiet 
on a line from Chicago to P itts­ 
burgh - across IO states in all. 
Franklin Roosevelt, the in­ 
dustry and the nation were up 
against one of the two men who 
have ever defied a President in 
modern tim es — the other being 
the miners* John L ew is. 
For three days the country 
waited. Then FDR telegraphed 
M urray. 
Go 
back, said the 


President and we'll guarantee 
that 
all wage 
gains 
will be 
retroactive. On Dec. 28, the 
men trooped back to the m ills. 
At Phil M urray’s side was a 
35-year-old ex-steel mill hand. 
A few months ea rlier Murray 
had made him director of the 
union’s D istrict 27, the Canton, 
Ohio area. That was “ Abe.” He, 
too, called out many of his men. 
So today at 57, Abe is new to 
the big headlines and to most of 
the public. But not to those of 
us who’ve Boswell-ed the labor 
w ars. 
L ast Sunday night (Aug. 29) 
“ Abe” believed he had a posi­ 
tion to maintain. He was set to 
hold 
the line, just as his be­ 
loved m entor had during 
a 
big w ar. T rue, the land now is in 
a little w ar. But Abel’s posi­ 
tion called for the yielding by 
the industry of still another 
nickle an hour for each of the 
450,000 men of the m ills. 
That’s what stood between 
the union and the industry big 
ten. To the uninitiated, this may 
seem trivial. But a nickle an 
hour is big stakes on the steel 
front. 
Based 
on 
the “ more 
average” year, 1964, the nickle 
meant an additional $55 million 
the first year, of the proposed 
contract, $110 million the sec­ 
ond and $165 million the third 
— or about $350 million more 
than the steelm akers believed 
they could pay without some 
price increases. 
President Johnson had done 
his homework. He knew that only 
he, In the august office of the 
presidency, 
could crack that 
deadlock — if anyone could. 
So he flew in the antagonists. 
Over 
the 
years men 
who 
sim ilarly have been summoned 
to the White House have told 
me they get an awesome feel­ 
ing of irre sistab le force. As 
they enter, they prepare to yield 
and hope they can salvage some 
of their position. 
But it was not so with “ Abe.” 
He has watched his own leaders 
go this route before. The dif­ 
ference, this tim e, was 
his 
name 
in 
the 
headlines. Not 
John L .’s, not Phil M urray’s. 
Except to a few, their names 
now are forgotten. “ Abe” knows 
it’s a passing show, and each 
decade brings a new star. He 
is a traditionalist. And his tra ­ 
dition calls for playing it as 
tough for his men as he can. 
And he has. 
When all the furor is over, and 
contracts a re polished, lorwith 
Wilbur Abel will continue to 
play it that way --on the political 
as well a s the industrial front.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
— 
Attention 
John J. McCone, chairman of the 
C alifornia commission to 
in­ 
vestigate the Los Angeles race 
rio ts: 
In your effort to get to the 
cause of the recent race riots, 
may I respectfully suggest that 
you probe the long range effect 
of the finagling which switched 
Chavez Ravine from a low- 
cost housing project to the home 
of the Dodgers baseball team . 
I think you will find that 3,300 
ill-housed families were kicked 
out of their homes on the ex­ 
cuse of putting up a new, modern 
public housing project. Instead 
th e ir land was turned over to 
the one-tim e Brooklyn Dodgers, 
and p art of the evicted fam­ 
ilies went to swell the already 
overcrow ded area of Watts. 
You will also find that som e­ 
one high up in Los Angeles real 
estate 
circles 
presented 
“ gifts” of $57,570 to the late 
city councilman Ed Davenport 
to switch his vote against the 
public housing project in favor 
of the Dodgers baseball team . 
M rs. Davenport, after her hus­ 
band’s death, informed internal 
revenue that the $30,000 in cash 
found in Davenport’s safe de­ 
posit box and the $27,570 found 
in three checking accounts w ere 
“ gifts of money” to her hus­ 
band. Since you cannot give 
gifts of money legally to a city 
official, 
these were 
really 
bribes. 
No one has ever traced where 
they came from, and it might 
help clean government to do so 
now. 
You will find that the city of 
Los Angeles had already re ­ 
ceived $6 million from the fed­ 
e ra l government to clean up the 
Negro shacks and Mexican tene­ 
m ents in Chavez Ravine. Then 
suddenly the city council, thanks 
to p ressu re from the real estate 
lobby and the switch of Coun­ 
cilm an Ed Davenport’s vote, de­ 
cided to Junk the housing p ro j­ 
ect and sign a contract instead 
with 
W alter 
O’Malley, 
the 
D odgers’ owner, giving 
him 
parking 
rights, 
concession 
rights, and even half of the oil 
rights. 
You will find also that the city 
of Los Angeles, required to pay 
$6,000,000 back to the federal 
governm ent, sneaked a rid er 
through Congress tacked on to 
the F ederal Housing Bill where­ 
by the $6 million was knocked 
down to $1,279,000. Thus all 
the American taxpayers con­ 
tributed to the prosperity of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, and to the 
discom fiture of the Negroes and 
Mexicans moved out of Chavez 
Ravine to the tune of $4,721,- 
000. 
Rem em bering the determ ined 
and able m anner in which you 
conducted government affairs 
during your latest term in of­ 
fice in Washington, I know you 
will want to get to the bottom 
of the above situation and its 
long-range effect upon crowded 
housing conditions in 
other 
p arts of Los Angeles. 
SHOCKING NEGLECT AFTER 
BIKINI 
The suffering of Commander 
W illiam W. Mitchell, u. S. Navy 
retired , from an overdose of 
atom ic radiation 
during the 
Bikini bomb tests reveals the 
shocking fact that the arm ed 
forces have failed to make cor^ 
tinuing medical checks of the 
Navy 
personnel 
exposed 
to 
radiation at that tim e. 
Com m ander Mitchell is now 
dying at his home in Norfolk, 
Va., broke and discouraged over 
the neglect he suffered since the 
Bikini te sts in 1946. Though he 
was initially treated in the Naval 
hospital at Bethesda, Md., he 
has struggled through life trying 
to make a living by raising 
h am sters but without continuing 
m edical checks. 
F urtherm ore, the Navy has 
failed to keep track of other 
personnel engaged in “ Opera­ 
tion B aker.” 
Shaw E. Grigsby, of Cains­ 
ville, Fla., a member of that 
operation, inform s me; “ I was 
a m em ber of Joint Task Force 
One and assigned to Admiral 


Blandy’s staff. My m ajor re­ 
sponsibility was that of a radio­ 
logical safety officer and most 
of our duties w ere concerned 
with monitoring the intensity of 
radioactivity in the lagoon and 
aboard target ships. Everym an 
in our crew was exposed to ex­ 
trem e radiation at one time or 
another. At one tim e I spent 
six hours in the shower under­ 
going decontamination. 
“ Constant 
m edical 
checks 
should have been made on the 
men who participated in the 
Bikini experim ent. Most of us 
were exposed to types of radia­ 
tion about which very little was 
known at the tim e. It would be 
an injustice to have the same 
thing occur from the Bikini ex­ 
perim ent that occurred with the 
women 
who 
painted 
the 
fluorescent num bers on 
the 
dials of watches back in the 
early part of the century.” 
With 
so little known about 
radiation and its effects on the 
human body, it would seem im­ 
portant, even at this late date, 
for the m edical forces of the 
arm ed 
serv ices to 
examine 
everyone of the personnel en­ 
gaged in the Bikini atom ic test. 
‘ CAPITAL NEWS CAPSULES 
Drinking air pilots— A shock­ 
ing FAA report, that hasn’t hit 
the headlines, charges that over 
40 per cent of private pilots 
killed in air accidents last year 
had alcohol in th eir system s. 
This came from federal aviation 
agency autopsies perform ed on 
78 dead pilots out of the 193 
pilots killed. One problem is 
that the effects of liquor are 
multiplied as the pilot gains 
altitude. 
One man filibuster—Sen. Paul 
Fannin, Arizona, who has taken 
B arry 
Goldwater’s 
place in 
Washington, is conducting a fili­ 
buster behind closed doors of 
the labor com m ittee to delay ac­ 
tion on the right-to-w ork re­ 
peal. Sen. Fannin keeps offering 
amendments prepared for him 
by Senate Republican Leader 
Dirksen. As a resu lt, Sen. pat 
McNamara of Michigan, acting 
chairm an of the labor commit­ 
tee, has threatened to hold night 
sessions. 
He has also had 
trouble 
rounding 
up 
enough 
Democrats to make the legal 
quorum necessary to vote on 
Fannin’s 
am endm ents. 
The 
most difficult have been the 
two Kennedy bro th ers, Bobby 
and Ted, 
who usually claim 
they're too busy to attend. 
Note To E ditors: Drew Pear­ 
son, who has made many trips 
to G reece, is one of the few 
A m ericans who a re honorary 
| citizens of Athens, and last 
year he was the special guest 
of 
King Constantine at the 
King’s wedding.

MILITARY TAKE-OVER IN 
GREECE? 
Eighteen years a fte r the Tru­ 
man Doctrine was declared for 
the purpose of rescuing Greece 
and Turkey from Communism, 
it looks as if the entire Greek 
Archipelago is 
eroding poll. 
tically to the point that its sup­ 
port will be lost to the United 
States. 
The last failure 
of com­ 
prom ise political forces to form 
a government shows that Greece 
is bitterly, 
alm ost hopeless­ 
ly, divided. 
/ On one side is 25-year-old 
handsome 
young * King Con- 
stantine, whose fairybook wed­ 
ding to P rincess M arie of Den­ 
mark was the most romantic 
event of Europe just one year 
ago. 
On the other side is tall, 
gnarled 
78-year-old 
ex- 
P rem ier 
George Papandreou, 
leader 
of the Left-of-Center 
L iberal Coalition, whom the 
King ousted in June in a squab­ 
ble over whether the Greek 
Beer Baron Ga routalious should 
continue as M inister of Defense. 
Prem ier 
Papandreou insisted 
on the traditional right to name 
his 
own cabinet. King Con. 
stantine disagreed. Papandreou 


resigned. 
And the 
King has 
been trying to find a 
new 
Prim e M inister ever since. 
He has failed and will con­ 
tinue to fail. 
For the cold fact is that if 
elections w ere held in Greece 
today 
the 
scrawny, elderly 
ex-Prem ier 
who was forced 
out by the King would get 80 
per cent of the votes. 
ANTIROYAL BT BITTERNESS 
And King Constantine, despite 
his charm , the romance of his 
m arriage, 
and 
his 
onetime 
friendship 
with 
Papandreou, 
would lose in any election. For­ 
tunately, the Greek throne is 
not 
dependent 
on 
elections, 
though it is dependent in the 
long run on popularity. And 
the tide of unpopularity is run. 
ning so strongly against the 
King that it will take a m ili­ 
tary governm ent to safeguard 
the throne during 
the coming 
interm ediate years. 
There a re signs that a m ili­ 
tary take-over is what Greece 
is headed for today. In the past 
two 
w eeks, 
gangs 
of young 
fciscists w earing 
red shirts 
and blue jeans, and shouting 
such passw ords as “ for 
IU? 
sake of G reece” and “ for the 
hellenic ideal,” have been set­ 
ting fire s in the streets 
of 
Athens. 
They seem to have immu­ 
nity from the police. Police­ 
men actually wave cars car­ 
rying 
drum s 
of 
gasoline 
through the traffic. In one case 
the 
police 
even 
refused to 
rescue a fire engine crew 
in 
d istress from fire fighting. 
One tragedy is that the United 
States has been given some of 
the blam e for the present po­ 
litical erosion. 
It has been 
blamed by both the left and the 
right. 
The extrem e right has pointed 
to the fact that Andreas Papan­ 
dreou, son of the ex-Prim e 
M inister, is form er head of 
the Economic Department at 
the U niversity of California, 
m arried to an American, and 
until recently, when he joined 
the Greek Cabinet, was 
an 
American citizen. 
Actually 
young Papandreou 
leaned backw ard against 
the 
United S tates to prove 
that 
he was not pro-Am erican. But 
he was blam ed by the 
right 
wing for being too pro-Ameri­ 
can just the sam e. 
Sim ultaneously 
rig h t-Wing 
Greek le ad e rs spread the word 
that the ousting of Prem ier 
Papandreou w as being dictated 
by U. S. C entral Intelligence. 
This was not the case. How­ 
ever, the CIA has intervened 
so blazenly in Greek politics 
in the past that the story was 
generally believed. Hence the 
leftists have been bitter against 
the United S tates. 
Meanwhile, two of the charges 
made against the Papandreou 
family which led to the crisis 
have fizzled. One was that his 
son A ndreas was a member of 
a 
secret left • wing arm y 
organization, Aspida. Cad line 
arm y o fficers persuaded the 
King 
that 
was 
one reason 
P rem ier Papandreou could not 
act as his own M inister 
of 
Defense. Of late, the charge 
against 
A ndreas 
has 
been 
dropped. 
Another charge was that the 
Prim e M inister him self 
had 
ordered the Greek CIA — the 
KYP — to tap the telephones 
of political leaders. In recent 
testim oney, Papandreou proved 
that 
the o rd e rs came from a 
previous G reek adm inistration 
and that he had cancelled the 
order. 
Papandreou is a strong anti­ 
com m unist L iberal, with 
a 
record of helping to stamp out 
Communism when Greece was

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North Viet Nam 
Acts Confidently

In this important anniversary 
week for North Viet Nam, its 
regime acts like a gambler 
reaching for the ace up his 
sleeve>-the potential for trouble 
among influential Buddhists and 
intellectuals in South VietNam. 
The North's propaganda ham­ 
mers at this restlessness in an 
obvious attempt to activate and 
enlarge a political warfront in 
the South's cities, thus "attack­ 
ing the enemy's rear” in sup­ 
port of Communist forces. 
The success of the effort 
would depend upon the extent to 
which Communist agents have 
infiltrated and influenced the 
South's restive elements. 
Exantly 20 years ago, Sept.2, 
1945, Ho Chi Minh appeared in 
Hanoi's Ba Dinh Square and 
proclaimed a "Democratic Re­ 
public of Viet Nam." The event 
heralded two decades of war­ 
fare in Indochina. 
hi many Western eyes at the 
time, "Uncle Ho" was a nation­ 
alist patriot and reformer, a 
fighter against the Japanese 
wartime occupant on and against 
the returning French colonial 
power. Today, North Vietnam­ 
ese propaganda describes Ho's 
strategy of that time as "clever 
association of the experiences 


of the Russian October revolu­ 
tion and those of the Chinese 
revolution." 
North Viet Nam's Commu­ 
nists call the events leading to 
' the Sept. 2 proclamation "the 
August 
revolution." A little 
more than a week ago they di­ 
rected propaganda appeals to 
their collaborators and sym­ 
pathizers in the South to adopt 
the same tactics. 
It may be Just coincidence, 
but the past week brought a 
rash of demonstrations in the 
South similar to the one in Hue 
over the weekend involving 3,- 
000 Buddhists and anotheratDa 
Nang, where the UJ5. Marines 
have their most important base. 
There are also evidences of re­ 
surgent student restlessness in 
Saigon. 
Hanoi's 
propaganda 
urges 
Communists and their sympath­ 
izers to exploit all possibilities, 
"political, military, economic 
and cultural." 
Like Mao Tze-tung's Commu­ 
nist revolution in China, the 
Vietnamese one began in rural 
areas. Hanoi's spokesmen say 
the Viet Cong now control four- 
fifths of the countryside and 10 
million people. Thus, they find it 
is time to bring the war to the 
cities in whatever forms possi­ 
ble.

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bail ought not to be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel nor unusual punish­ 
ments inflicted. 
As the English public 
and 
parliamentarians

news of dissent and, in his view, 
promotes conflict by publicizing 
his critics. 
A year ago, Johnson seemed 
to enjoy miraculous immunity 
to the barbs that all presidents 
encounter, usually sooner than 
later. When harsh words were 
heard, they normally fell Into 
the category of partisan cam­ 
paign utterances or dealt with 
such side issues as the P resi­ 
dent’s automobile driving and 
his dog-handling practices. 
However, this year has seen 
development of an often noisy 
undercurrent of minority criti­ 
cism embracing such major 
issues as Viet Nam and the Do­ 
minican Republic -- plus civil 
rights, American representa­ 
tion at the Churchill funeral, 
Johnson’s shelving of Washing­ 
ton visits by the leaders of 
India and Pakistan, and his 
relations with news media. 
With all this, though, the polls 
show Johnson’s standing with 
American voters has remained 
exceptionally high on all signifi­ 
cant questions - Including Viet 
Nam. 
Criticism began soon after 
Johnson 
was 
inaugurated as * 
President 
In 
his 
own right. 
F irst he offended an important, 
lf unmeasurable, portion of the 
populace 
by 
sending 
Chief 
Justice Earl Warren -- rather 
than Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey — to represent the 
United States at the London fu- 
eral of Sir Winston Churchill. 
Since then, restraint has been 
his watchword. He waited near­ 
ly six hours for example, to 
authorize the removal from the 
White House of 12 young people 
who staged a sit-in critical of 
his civil rights policies. More 
recently, two days elapsed be­ 
fore opponents of the war In 
Viet Nam were hauled away In 
paddy wagons after blocking 
White House entrances In a sit- 
down demonstration. 
About two months ago, John­ 
son put his public reaction into 
words in a statement that re ­ 
ferred Indirectly to teach-ins 
and other displays of opposition 
to administration policy in Viet 
Nam: 
“ How rare is the land 
and 
extraordinary the people 
who 
freely allow, and really encour­ 
age, as I have on many occa­ 
sions, the citizens of our nation 
to discuss and to debate their 


nation’s policies in time of dan­ 
ger. 
“ We welcome and we ask for 
new ideas from serious and con­ 
cerned men and women, from 
universities and journals aud 
public platforms all across the 
land. We are constantly search­ 
ing for views and proposals 
which 
might strengthen and 
unite and help our government.” 
Then he added a word about 
what has become his greatest 
concern about vocal dissidents: 
"L et no one ever think for a 
moment that national 
debate 
means national division.” 
Where handling of criticism is 
concerned, there is evidence 
that Johnson has grown in the 
presidency, 
despite 
his thin 
skin.

According to a telegram re ­ 
ceived here this week and on 
file with the State Office of 
Economic Opportunity, Federal 
funds have been stopped and the 
program canceled for “ refusal 
to desegregate classes.” 
Philip Maher, director of the 
state program, said the state 
serves only 
as technical ad­ 
visors in getting such projects 
underway and has no control 
over them. 
He said contracts 
were signed between the local 
community and the 
federal 
government. 
The 
Caruthersville 
school 
district entered Into contract 
with the federal government to 
establish a Project Head Start 
last April. 
Superintendent Hill signed a 
civil rights assurance of com­ 
pliance form which forbids any 
kind of discrimination and which 
is mandatory to get such proj­ 
ects. Records showed the pro­ 
gram had about 165 children. 
About 90 were Negroes. 
It was one of 451 centers in 
Missouri under Project Head 
Start, designed to give deprived 
children free kindergarten and 
free first grade school training. 
The Caruthersville 
program 
received $32,563 of the state 
share of $2,434,000. The con­ 
tract shows 
the program had 
until Sept. 20 to run but re ­ 
portedly it was due to close 
this week as the regular school 
season approached.
